Tournament, the High School JROTC program, the High School
Pride of the Greenwave Band Program, the High School Wavette

Dance Team, and the High School Academic Bowl Team; and

WHEREAS, The Mattoon Lodge has given out seven scholarships
over the last four years to Mattoon High School Seniors; and it
holds an annual CHIP program used for child identification;
